It requires but 28 honrs and 50 min- 


utes for the earth to make one complete 
tarn, and it makes 306 Ji tnrns during 
he year. The error springs from a 
wrong idea of what, is meant by a day 


The day is not, as fs commonly sup- 


>osod, the time required by the earth 
o make one torn on its axis, but the 
nterval between two Successive pas-, 
ages of the snn across the meridian— 
hat is to say, the time which elapses 
after the snn is seen exactly south in 
ts dinrnal course through the heavens 
before it is again seen in that position. 


Now, in consequence of the earth's 


revolution in its orbit, or path ronnd 
he sun, the snn has the appearance of 
moving very slowly in the heavens in a 
lirection from east to west At noon 
lomorrow the sun will be a short dis- 
nnce to the east of the point in the 
leavens' at which it, ia seen at noon to- 
lay, so that when the earth has made 
one complete turn it will' still have to 
mm fonr minutes longer before the snn 
can again be seen exactly sonth

n this province, and this'necessary pre- 
iminary of its constrnction was. not 
forgotten. A young child was first 
caught and in" spite of its straggles 
was put in an oven ;and burned alive 
while the pottery <was Talked witlf the 
aid of th'ia human holocaust. Two men, 
>ne of them a potter by trade, have 
>een arrested on suspicion of 'having 
aken part in this old custom.—Cairo 
Egyptian Gazette.

"Congress has a weapon within reaon 


to give the death-stroke to nearly all 
the rapacious trusts new existing. 
Moat of these combinations deal m 
American products ef which they have 
obtained a monopoly. The duty of the 
foreign product is so high as te be pro- 
hibitory or nearly so. It is a gross pre- 
version of the taxing power to impose 
a tariff which, without yielding reve- 
nue to the government, enables trusts 
to plunder American citizen*. In every 
instance where a domestic monoply 
puts exactions upon the consumer 
Congress should repeal tthe duly, aad 
thuB free the public from oppression." 


In similiar vein speaks the Chicago 


Trmes-HeraJd, one of the two .Chicago 
papers owned by Mr. Kohlsaat, who 
has been so conepieions for his ardent 
support of President McEinley. In 
an editorial criticising the St. Paul 
Planter Pre»t, probably the ablest Re- 
publican paper in Minnesota, for its 
violence of its attacks upon th* "mon- 
strous oligarchy of (.monopoly," the 
T%mt>-Herald specifically accept* the 
Democratic and Populist remedy which 
its eontemporary is urging with so 
mueh favor. Its words are as follows: 


" It is undoubtedly the duty of legis- 


latures and courts to protect society 
from the aggregations of capital which 
destroy competition in order to en- 
banoe prices. Forethese.there can be 
no excuse, protection or defense. So 
when the Pioneer Pret* declares that it 
Is th* duty of th* Republican party to 
repeal every protective duty under the 
shelter of which its beneficiaries have 
organised a trust or combination of 
any sort^to advance prices, it meet* 
the view* of the Timet Herald to a dot. 
The purpose of the protective tariff 
wa* to foster industries, ncfc to protect 
monopolies." 


Such declarations as these in Be- 


publican papers of great influence, 
supported aa they are by all Lth* el*- 
meut* in the opposition party, are

Where his dignity will next turn up Is 
not known, but wherever it may be it 
will not cover much territory in tbe 
future, and any old thing will do for a 
capital from now until an nncondl< 
tional surrender is deemed tbe besi 
thing for the Filipinos to make.

men killed and six wounded, 
rebels being well under cover 
loss was slight.

Capt. Neall'a Cat*. 


The defense in the case against Cap-

The French Supreme Court. 


The constitution of the conr de cas- 


sation is as follows: One president, or 
chief justice, stands at the head of-the 
organization, haying below Mm fhree 
subordinate presidents, each of whom 
has charge of a chamber. Next in order 
come 46 minor judges^ styled council- 
ors, 15 for each chamber. Besides these 
strictly judicial functioniari«l,-who,are 
appointed foi life, there are seven offi- 
cial advocates, one ot whom is a sort of 
attorney..general to tBe .whole .body, 
.while:two practice in each of the"di- 
visions,

To this staff must be added four chief 


clerks and about a score of minor offi- 
cials. Of the three chambers,'the first 
is a court of requests, serving to decide 
what cases shall be alloVed togoTjefore 
the civil and criminal chamber's, re- 
spectively. Eleven judges in all the di- 
visions are necessary to tonn a quorum. 
The courts only sit three days a week, 
from 13 to 4, so that this huge machine 
does.its work very slowly.
